“The sealing ordinance of the Mor.

on the Bternity of the Marriage Cove.
nant,’ contained in the Book of Doc-
teines amd Covenants of the Mormon
Church (as practiced by the Mormon
people), 18 & marrlage ceremony con-
templating marriage for time and for
eternily, and not for either time or
eternity alone. The supreme court of
Utah, in Hilton ve Roylance, 6 Pa-
cific Reporter, 60, holds that the sea)-
Ing ceremony, whereby the contracting
parties agree and are declared by a
duly authorized Church official to be
married for time and eternity, creates
a valld and common-law marriage be.
tween parties belleving and in good
faith participating therein, the part re
iating o eternity being mere surplus
age; and this {8 true though the seal-
ing ceremony was performed at a
time¢ when the wife was on her sup-
posed deathbed, and after the husband
had been assured that she wouid die
and the sealing was performed under
the hellef that they would thereby he
husband and wite after death, and In
performance of the sajd tepet of the
C‘hurch only. But the Charch dlvoree
of the Mormon Church, whereby par-
tied who have been gealed ag husband
and wife under the Mormon sealing or
dinance agree, under the authority and
with the congent of the Chureh, to dis
solve thelr marital relations, Is not a
vall@ divorve, though the partles to It
belleve It to be valld and thereafter go
through & marriage ceremony with oth.
er persons.”

Kinney's Index—Digest of Utah Re-
ports, Volg 125 just out of the press
contains the same particulars ag the
foregoing, though under sundry head-
fnge and in different parts of the book,
Thus the enunclations of the court on
these questions are put in clreulation,
not only among members of the bar
but through the newspapers among the
gengral publie, and it ls Important that
the mistakes therein should be cor-
rected as fur as possible

The sealing ordinance of the Church
f& not, as stated by (he court, always
a marriage for thne and eternity
Tusually it embraces both this life and
that which I8 to come; but It is gome
times performed for time only and not
for eternity, at others for eternity only
and not for time, and therefore the
eourt took a wrong view of the matter,
not being suficlently acquainted with
§t, We are not finding fault with its
declsion on the case before It on ap-
peal. We gimply deny the truth of its
enunclation concerning the pringiple
that enters into the marriage covenant
in the “Mormon” Church, and repeat
that there are many Instances of seal-
fngs that were only for time, and others
that were ounly for eternity, The court
might have decided the case before it
on its own merits, without going into
something with which It was not famil-
jar., But if ity judgment in the case was
baged upon the error promulgated in its
attempt at explaining “Mormon’ mar-
riage, then the decision was most cer-
tuinly erroncous.

That a sealing duly performed for time
und all eternity creates @ valld mar-
riage between the partles for time,
needs no argument  or judicial ruling.
It I8 entered into and gdministered un
der the marriage luws of the State as
well as the virdinances of the hurch,
